The Water Power which is utilized for the conduct 
of Works, is nil that could be desired, nnd could 
readily be increased to ten times its present power, 
if ut any time required, either for the purposes of thia 
undertaking, or lor any other Manufactory. The sup- 
ply is derived from Springs on the Estate, is very soft 
in quality, and is never failing, 

In lad tlie business is in thorough working order, 
and Mr. Hwitzer's services as Manager of the Works 
will bo retained upon terms favorable to the Company. 

The Laud consists of SIQ acres, known as the Spring 
Vale Estate, some of which is of excellent quality. 

The Timber is of considerable value for Firewood, 
the situation being favorable for easy delivery. 

Tho operations of the Root, and Mice Manufactory 
during the past two years have been nighty satisfac- 
tory. 

The goods are specially p.dnpted to the requirements 
of the Provincial trade, have given general satisfac- 
tion, and at a profit successfully compete with the 
Imported article. 

The sales for 1S7'J amounted to nearly JflO.OOO.whlch, 
considering the short time the enterprise had been in 
operation, shows the favor with which the products 
kavo been received. 

Tho importation or Boots and Shoes as declared at 
the Customs House for the year 1871, was about tint), 
OOU, representing a selling value, after adding duties- 
etc., of say $160,000. Tho importation for last yenj 
fell oir considerably, the decrease being doubtless par- 
tially occasioned by the local product ion. In addition 
to the demand for Roots and shoes, as evidenced by 
the Customs House returns, the sales of Leather pro- 
duced at the Tannery have to bo taken into account, 
when considering the eutir j field for the operations of 
the undertaking. 

The 'Tannery operations only commenced in August 
last, and as the tsnniug process involves a period of 
several mouths, the business of this Department is in 
its Infancy— a vety superior article is, however, being 
produced at low prices by an economical process, and.

m»i*lfacturod articles in turn Imported,) the saving to 
the country by the undertaking is sufficiently obvious. 
It is, therefore, not unreasonable to assume that the 
advantages whichths prosecution of such n reproduc- 
tive institution insures will aside trom the remunera- 
tive character of the business, have due weight with 
all who are in anyway Interested in the prosperity of 
the Province. 
It should ho remarked that this company will become 

at once possessed of two businesses with established 
connections, without any Interruption lo working or 
loss of time in transfer, and will therefore have rrom 
the first day of its possession a revenue from a business 
which is capable Dotonly of immediate, but, in the fu- 
ture, almost unlimited extension.

Confederated Empire ~ Cost 

of the Colonies 

. — - 

From the report of a parliamentary 
Committee in 1801, the Homo Govern- 
ment adopted the policy of throwing the 
colonies on their own resources for mili- 
tary defence In the Parliamentary re- 
turns of expenditure incurred by 
the British Exchequer for Colonial 
establishments many items are open 
to question. One particularly, of 
■£2,990,509, is instanced by Mr. Hamilton, 
ns charging tho penal settlements of Tas- 
mania find Western Australia for gaols, 
polico and transport of convicts, &o., &c, 
which should have figured against the 
prison accounts of tho I tome Government. 
Accepting those returns ns they stand, 
and comparing the cost of maintenance 
•with the consumption of British produce, 
the value of her colonial possessions to 
Great Britain is still more strikingly 
proven. We find tho bill of costs incurr- 
ed by the Home Government in behalf of 
seven of tho most important Colonies, be- 
tween tho years 1853 and 1871, foot up the 
sum of £43,810,000. On the other hand, 
tho Old Country received during the same 
period £150.798,000 ns payment from 
these Colonies for British produce. Now, 
taking the produce exported to represent 
the aggregate income of tho people nt 
home, and calculating at the lowest esti- 
mate of average income tax, viz: 10 per 
cent., we find these nineteen years pro- 
duoe a revenue from thoso Colonies of 
£45,000,000 to meet tho expenditure of 
£43,800,000 incurred by tho Home Gov- 
ernment in their behalf. "I cannot," 
says tho able essayist from whence we 
derive the above figures, "but regret the 
habit of regarding the cost of the Colonies 
from tho Treasury point of view, as 
though Her Majesty's Government were 
driving a trade in Colonies, and as if the 
result should bo judged by the profit and 
loss shown on tho Treasury balance sheet. 
Even tried by this test the Colonies have 
not boon burdeusomo to tho Imperial Ex- 
chequer, while they have added four hun- 
dred and fifty millions (sterling) to the 
earnings of tho peoplo of this country 
(United Kingdom)." The withdrawal of 
tho troops reduced tho cost of these seven 
Colonies for 1871 to £1,111,900; tho ex- 
ports of homo produco realized £25,834,- 
000. Again, reckoning the income tax on 
this sum at 10 per cent., wo have at least 
£2,580,000 derived from Colonial trade, 
against the expenditure of £1,100,000. It 
may bo urged in reply that foreign States 
entail no such cost on tho Home Trea- 
sury. As a set-off, however, tho United 
Kingdom obtains a preference in colonial 
markets; and furthermore! incurs a far 
heavier outlay in the Consular and Dip- 
lomatic services, and in maintaining an 
efficient navy for tho protection of her 
foreign trade. 



Explosion -Strange Incident 

A London (Ontario) contemporary givos 
tin? following particulars of an explosion 
which took place in that city on tho 18th 
ult:— 

About a quarter to 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing tho whole city was aroused by a shak- 
ing of walls and a rattling of windows 
portending something out of tho usual 
course of events. Some thought at once 
of earthquakes, some of explosions, and 
before long all curiosity was sot at rest by 
the sound of the alarm bell and the news 
that tho boiler in Hymau's tannery had 

EXPLODED. 

On arriving at tho tannery yard by the 
north sido of tho railway track, between 
Talbot and Rirout streets, half tho tan- 
nery buildings were found to have disap- 
peared, and in their stead a few timbers 
stooil up here and there marking where 
walls had been, and all around lay confus- 
edhoa pa of bricks, timbers, shingles, and 
fragments of hides. But tho property 
destroyed was unfortunately not tho only 
loss. One 

LIFE WAS SACRIFICED 

on the spot, and others it is feared cannot 
be saved. Daniel Sullivan, tho fireman, 
who was temporarily in charge of the en- 
gine this morning, was picked up close to 
the scene of tho accident, a perfect wreck 
— an arm and a leg missing and his skull 
horribly fractured. Several others were 
more or less injured and considerable 
damage was done to property in the neigh- 
borhood. 

STORY OF AN EYEWITNESS 

A lady who lives on York street states 
that her attention was attracted to the 
window by a friend to look at some per- 
sons passing on tho street the moment be- 
fore tho explosion took place. A dream 
of last night caused her on looking at the 
tannery to say, "There's tho tannery, what 
if it should blow up?" An instant after 
Bhe was startled by a sharp report resem- 
bling tho noise produced by a volley from 
an infantry company, and instantly she 
saw that portion of the tannery in tho 
vicinity of tho engine house upheave. 
The huge brick chimney appeared to bo 
lifted bodily from its foundation several 
feet high, and then disjointing tho bricks 
fell in a shower for yards around. Three 
large pieces of tins boiler sailed through 
the air at least twico the height of tho 
smoke stack, or about eighty feet high; 
one of tho pieces taking a southerly direc- 
tion and the other two going west. The 
atmosphere was filled with dust, but 
among tho debris she is convinced she saw 
something which she believed to bo a 
man, and it is quite possible poor Sulli- 
van was blown high in tho air and after- 
wards buried with the falling materials. 
'Tin; force of the concussion was sufficient 
to throw her from her feet, although she 
was a hundred yards from the fatal spot.

Professor Fowler's ]Lecture 
at the Alliambra 1-T.all 

This gontlmau's lecturo on 1'Qod and 
Immortality" was delivoreil on Sumluy 
afternoon to a crowded audience, rupro- 
aenting almost every section of the coni- 
munity.tho ladies rntfiteritig in full force. 
It would seem as if the opposition offered 
by the refusal of the use of the Theatre 
With tho view of preventing the lecturer 
oxpounditg his views on Theology, in- 
stead of restraining theaudiehoe of citizens 
had rathor served tis a stimulant to bring 
them together in sympathetic union. 
Catholics, Protestants. Jews and Infidels 
•wore there, and doubtless among tho 
number many who bad not boon inside a 
place of worship for years. 

Tho discourse occupied somo two hours 
and % in its delivery was received with 
tho most marked attention, and from tho 
boaming expressions of the countenances 
of the amlioneo was evidently tlnuuughly 
appreciated. It was indeed a discourse that 
will be remembered for many a long 
day to come. 

Tho lecturer's arguments to prove the 
existence of a God were based on the 
ncienoo of phrenology, showing that man's 
construction aud adaptation indubitably 
proved the fact thttt while all the lower 
functions of man's body performed the 
humbler offices, the feet for instance that 
of walking, all the higher parts of his 
physical structure servod higher objects, 
culminating in the head, in tho upper 
and crowning region of wiiieh were placed 
tho organs of worship and veneration for 
a superior power, and that the fidelity 
with which those and surrounding organs 
of man's phrenological developments were 
portrayod wore full attestations of the 
truths of phrenology. The very fact of 
the existence of these religious develop- 
ments indicating the universal desire of 
mankind to worship' is such convincing 
proof, said the lecturer, of there being a 
God to receive that adoration that argu- 
ment in proof was unnecessary; the ex- 
istence of his spiritual organs and man's 
yearning * or immortality were adduced as 
another cause aud effect warranting the 
belief in a lifo in tho world to come. Not- 
withstanding tho fears entertained by 
some that tho Sabbath would be profaned 
by the delivery of this lecture and views 
hostile and offensive to the religious 
world expressed, nothing was said that 
could justly have given offence to the 
most strictly orthodox. And. as the Min- 
or showed from a phrenological point of 
view, tho sad effects of God's laws broken 
by sexual indulgence, by the use of tobac- 
co, and strong drinks, blunting the intel- 
lectual capacities and interfering with the 
proper exerciso of tho worshiping facul- 
ties, (which no after reform would en- 
tirely obliterate), doubtless regrets 
-vore eutertainad that this discourse had 
boon not heard before, and that many a 
guilty folly would thus have been pre- 
vented. —Com.

Tho moon will riso at Victoria at 4;2G 
on Sunday afternoon, coming to the me- 
ridian at 11:50:24 and setting at 7:14:49 
a.m. on Monday morning; but it will not 
como to the full until about 3 minutes be- 
fore it crosses the centre of tbo earth's 
shadow at 3:7 a.m., viz: the middle of t ho 
eclipse. This eclipse will not bo visible 
in Europe, as the moon will have set be- 
fore the eclipse begins. The earth's sha- 
dow, the mean or average length of which 
in about 850,000 miles will pass across 
the moon's surface from east to west.

The Competition Principle. — The new- 
school bill of Nova Scotia contains tho 
following provision:— Legally qualified 
Teachers, without distinction of sex, em- 
ployed in the common Bchools in accord- 
ance with the law, shall, if their schools 
are classed in tho First Rank for any 
term, receive for such term an 
allowance from tho Provincial Trea- 
sury at tho rate of ton per cent., in 
addition to the allowance now provided 
by law according to tho grade of license 
by them; if classed as the Second Rank, 
they shall receive an allowance as now 
provided by law, and if classed in the 
Third Rank an allowance at tho rate of 
ten per cent, less than the amount now 
provided by law." Tho same principle, 
in what appears to us to bo a somewhat 
less perfect form, was introduced into our 
educational system by the Board of Edu- 
cation.

Tho inhabitants of tho Canary Islands 
have sent an address to the Government 
renewing tho assurance of loyalty and de- 
nying the existence of a fooling in favor 
of separation.

Tho former 
are under the lead of the Archbishop of 
Quebec, and the latter of the Jesuit Arch- 
bishop of Montreal. In the last election 
tho Quebec party increased their delega- 
tion to Parliament from 15 to 28, and the 
representatives of the Montreal coalition 
shrunk from HO to 32, insuring control of 
Parliament to tho Jesuits, The party 
sought to subvert Iho authority of tho 
Archbishop of Quebec and destroy his 
influence, hoping thereby to gain power. 
Tho Archbishop visited them und lias re- 
turned.

Dominion Parliament- 

The Spiclost Day of tho Session. 

Ottawa, April 17th. 
(Concluded.) 

Hon. Mr. Dorion maintained that tho 
motion made by him tho other day was 
no precedent at all for the present motion. 
The complaint made by him was, that an 
officer of this House, paid by this House, 
and ono with whom tho members were 
COUtinuelly coming ill contact had writ- 
ten an article libelling certain members 
of tho House. The lion, gentleman would 
not find in the course of his (Mr. Dor- 
ien's) eighteen years' career in Parlia- 
ment, or any other member who bad been 
in the Houso with him during that time, 
any such proceedings us be had adopted. 
It would be submitted that a man was not 
debarred from writ iugarticles in the news- 
papers, and the lion, member for Glouces- 
ter was no more amenable to this House 
than if he was not A member. If the lion, 
gentleman would look into the news- 
papers, which had written on his 
side of the question he would see articles 
containing just as strong language. (Cries 
of '"No" and "Name.") Mr. Dorien said 
he referred to the article written about 
tho lion, member for Quebec Centre He 
would call upon the the lion, member for 
Pictou, to say what would be the result 
of tho motion, and would ask why he bad 
not, as a member of the Houso, demand- 
ed that the member for Shefford should 
bo put in jail for having brought a much 
greater charge against the members of the 
Government. The charge was a libel on 
the members of the Government. One 
day the lion, gentleman had voted it an n 
libel, and not true, and the next day bad 
unanimously voted it as true. He con- 
tended, that if writers in newspapers wero 
to bo brought up to answer for articles 
written by them, the time of the House 
would be taken up in this way, and the 
precedent which the lion, gentleman had 
adopted would lend the House into in- 
extricable difficulties, and whatever was 
the vote on this question, it would bo of 
no value whatever in public opinion. 
The best thing tho hon. gentleman could 
do would be to ask permission to with- 
draw the motion. Tho hon. member for 
Gloucester had not writton anything more 
libellous than had appeared in the Hali- 
fax (7/»:pnfc/fl. Mr. McDonald said the 
GhroriMt was published at Halifax, but 
was inspited from elsewhere, Hon. Mr, 
Dorion maintained that it expressed the 
feoliugs of tho majority of the peopla of 
Nova Scotia. Ho thou proceeded to road 
an article from that newspaper. Ho con- 
tended that tho public would consider 
with contempt the motion of tho lion, 
member for Pictou, and would look upon 
it as an interference with the liberty of 
tho press, and as a motion liable to rono- 
vato aud put into practice obsolete preco- 
douts which it was not tit nil desirable to 



do. It being six o'clock tho Speaker left 
tho Chair, After recess. Mr. Dorion re- 
sumed his remarks. Ho contended that 
such proceedings as tho present would re- 
sult in lowering tho tone of the House, 
and tho mover of tho resolution would 
best consult his own dignity and that of 
the Houso by withdrawing it, as the pas- 
sago of such a motion would no doubt 
cause him aud the whole Houso embar- 
rassment in the future. Mr. Ross ( West 
Middlesex) objected to the motion, us it 
involved tho liberty of the press- and of 
freo discussion. He bad taken tho trou- 
ble to refer to the Toronto Leader, whose 
imprint bore the name of James Beaty, as 
proprietor, who was a member of this 
House, and in it Iks found remarks quite 
as strong as the article in tho Freeman. 
The member for Pictou had made an un- 
warrantable attack on the dignity of tbo 
press, which was just, its important us tho 
dignity of the House. He repudiated 
any attempt to curtail the freedom of tho 
press. Much as he esteemed the honor of 
a seat in tho House, hud ho the choice ho 
would prefer to vacate it, rather than he 
should not ho permitted the fullest ex- 
pression of opinion. Mr. Glass followed, 
in support of tho resolution. Mr. L'oung 
(Waterloo) thought tlu; article did not ma- 
terially differfromtho articles constantly 
appearing in the daily and weekly press, 
and considered the motion was an attempt 
to gag the honorable member for Glou- 
cester. Mr. Daly considered the article 
BClirilous, low and beneath the dignity of 
any gent toman, and he ( Daly) should 
henceforth treat Mr. Anglin with silent 
contempt. Hon Dr. Tuppor thought that 
but one feeling ought to have inspired 
members on all sides of tho House in tho 
expression of their opinion of a member 
who bad so far forgotten what was duo to 
himself and tbo dignity of the Houso as 
to write the article he had done, Hon. 
Mr Huntington replied in defence of Mr. 
Anglin's right to publish his opinions in 
his own journal. Mr. Mills moved an 
amendment to leave out all the words af- 
ter "that" in tho original resolution, and 
insert tho following: "That whilo this 
House will always bo disposed to assist 
and vindicate its privileges on all suita- 
ble occasions, it does not doom it advisa- 
ble to interfere with the freedom of the 
press in its general comments and criti- 
cisms on tho proceedings of this House." 
Mr. Cunningham would vote against the 
original motion, as it was beneath the dig- 
nity of the House to have taken notice of 
un article which had appeared in an ob- 
scure journal. Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) 
announced his intention to vote for tho 
original motion, Mr. Scatoherd believed 
it was fully apparent that the Maritime 
Provinces were inclined to be aggressive 
at tbo expense of Ontario, and the motion 
appeared to him to be brought tip merely 
from personal motive and in opposition to 
the member for Gloucester. Mr. Forbes 
(Nova Scotia) regretted that the matter 
hud oomo up. He deprecated any purely 
local feeling among the members of tho 
ditl'erent Provinces. Mr. Gibbs condemn- 
ed the article. Mr. Mackenzie said the 
whole tono of tho speeches delivered by 
the hon. gentlemen opposite displayed an 
excedingly partisan and aggressive spirit. 
They ought to boar in mind that in pass- 
ing this motion they were undertaking to 
be censors of the press, and they would 
vote that tho language was libellous aud 
a violation of the privileges of the Houso. 
It was decided to point out where fair 
criticism ended and where licentiousness 
commenced. He might have an opinion 
ns to the preciso length he might bo dis- 
posed to go, whilo others who had never 
had anything to do with newspaper writ- 
ing, and who had not perhaps been much 
in public life, would draw the line more 
strictly. The terms of the amendment of 
the member for Bothwoll no ono could 
object to, as it afforded a means of vindi- 
cating the privileges of tho Houso aud 
at the same time enabled gentlemen to 
vote for it without sanctioning the arti- 
cle. He afterwards pointed out the ab- 
surdity of the language used by tho Min- 
ister of Customs, and maintained that if 
the articles were wrong they would prove 
themselves so in the end, and tho whole- 
some influence of public opinion would 
remedy an aggressive and 1 icon lions press. 
Sir John Macdonald urged that in the in- 
terests of the people, whoso liberties had 
been built up stop by step, tho insult to 
tho Houso should be resented. After a 
few remarks from Mr. Huntington and 
Mr. Wallace (South Norfolk), tho House 
divided om tho amendment to Mr. Mills' 
amendment, moved by Mr. De Cosmos, to 
the affect that tho Houso should leave 
such a question to public opinion. Tho 
amendment was lost; yeas 10, nays 146. 
The Houso again divided on Mr. Mills' 
amendment, which was lost, yeas 08, nays 
92. The main motion was then put, with 
tho following result: Yeas 92, nays 60. 
Tho Houso adjourned at 2: 10 a.m.
